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Notes on U. S. Issues 


The Luckenbach Steamship Co., Inc., 
operators of the Luckenbach Line costal 
freighters between Atlantic and Pacific 
ports of the U. S. via the Panama Canal 
advertise on their Sailing Schedule the 
use of a picture of the largest coastal 
freighter, the “Andrea F. Luckenbach” 
on the 3c Panama Canal stamp. The 
advertisement states that one of their 
ships, the “Pleiades” transited the canal 
on August 16, 1914, and was the first 
privately owned freighter to do so. Since 
1914 the company’s vessels have used the 
canal on regular schedules. The “Andrea 
F. Luckenbach” left Providence, R. I. on 
Jan. 29 and will complete a round trip 
to Tacoma on May 6. All the ships of 
the company’s fleet, of which about a 
dozen are in service, are named for mem- 
bers of the Luckenbach family. The adv. 
on the schedule is titled ““Panama Canal 
Commemoration Postage Stamp Por- 
trays Luckenbach Vessel.” Thanks to 
someone at H. O. Knecht & Co., San 
Francisco, for a copy. 





A Pan-American air mail stamp is pro- 
posed by Alton J. Blank in the current 
number of the Airpost Journal. A de- 
nomination of 10c is suggested as that 
may be used to prepay most any rate to 
those countries in combination with one 
or two other stamps. Design proposed 
would be a map of the continents show- 
ing the Latin-American air mail routes. 





The widespread sale of the Famous 
Americans stamps at post offices long in 
advance of the days upon which the 
stamps should have been released is 
stirring up more attention than the sit- 
uation warrants. Just as with the Farley 
imperfs episode of several years ago, the 
main fact has been overlooked: that 
stamps released on unauthorized dates 
have no standing as first day covers with 
stamp collectors. This sort of thing, on 
a smaller scale, has been going on ever 
since stamps were issued. The Penny 
Black was sold in advance of May 6, 
1840, by some postmasters too, but such 
covers are not prized as much as May 
6 covers. Principal reason for the early 
unauthorized releases of the Famous 
stamps is due to: 1. The fact that postal 
employees do not read the Postal Bulle- 
tin as thoroughly as they should; and 2. 
No notice was on packages of the new 
stamps that they should not be sold ex- 
cept at a specified time and it was this 





omission that accounts for the stamps 
being sold at any convenient time at 
post offices. The best cure for such mis- 
takes is that the Bureau revert to the 
practice on some issues of the past, of 
printing on the cover of stamp packages 
the statement that the stamps are not to 
be sold before such-and-such a date. Spe- 
cial covers have to be printed anyway, 
so such notices would add but little to 
packaging costs. 





A set of Graf Zeppelins with blue 
cancellations is among the lots in the 
March 29 Mint Sheet Brokerage’s Hi- 
Hat Sale. The practice at time of issu- 
ance of these stamps of collectors getting 
postal clerks to use colored cancellations 
brought official announcement that such 
covers would be declined carriage by the 
Graf. The reason the P. O. objected, de- 
spite the high face value of the stamps, 
was that most of the offices so obliging 
with colored ink were small fourth-class 





ones whose postmasters received a large 
percentage of the face value of stamps 
they cancelled. 50% or so of $4.55 wasn’t 
bad pay they figured for breaking what 
to them seemed a minor postal regula- 
thon.

Famous American Educators 

















MARK HOPKINS 


Of the five Famous Educators selected for the com- 
memorative series, Mark Hopkins is probably the one 
least known. His fame rests on his skill as a teacher. 
Hopkins was born Feb. 4, 1802, at Stockbridge, Mass., 
his father being a farmer. 
then one of a number of schools of fairly equal im- 
portance, and graduated in 1824. He studied medicine 
and after practicing as a doctor for a short period he 
returned to Williams as a tutor for two years. Continu- 
ing his medical studies, he graduated from Berkshire 
Medical College in 1829 and practiced that profession 
first at New York City, then Binghamton. 
returned again to Williams, as Professor of Moral Phil- 
osophy, and continued to teach and lecture there until 
his death at Williamstown, June 17, 1887.

until 1872 Hopkins was President of the college, age

Clerks Ordered to Deface 
Stamps "Completely" 


A postal order of Feb. 5 printed in 
the Postal Bulletin and titled “Cancella- 
tion of Postage Stamps” reads as follows: 

“Observation of the mail reaching the 
Department indicates conclusively that 
sufficient ink is not used on cancelling 
pads. In far too many cases the can- 
celing lines are not sufficiently heavy to 
cancel three-cent stamps or any stamp 
of a dark color. Special care should be 
used in cancelling these stamps and the 
cancellation mark should be applied with 
sufficient pressure to leave a clear can- 
cellation on the dark background. 

“Stamp pads and rolls of cancelling 
machines must be kept plentifully inked 
at all times in order that effective can- 
cellations may be assured. They should be 
inked daily or oftener if necessary. Em- 
ployees assigned to the work of cancel- 
ling mail should be held strictly account- 
able for the proper inking of cancelling 
apparatus which will insure at all times a 
cancellation mark heavy enough to com- 
pletely deface all postage stamps affixed 
to mail matter for dispatch. Supervisors 
should make frequent examinations of 
outgoing mail to see that employees do 
their utmost to deface postage stamps so 
completely and thoroughly that they 
cannot be used again.”

For airport dedications collectors 
should use the best obtainable air mail 
envelopes, and air mail postage, as only 
air mail covers have a value or are 
cataloged.

Send 
your covers to Norfolk Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

New Municipal Airport at Topeka, 
Kansas, is to be dedicated during March 
or soon after. Covers to Art Bledsoe, 
826 Monroe, Topeka. 

New Municipal Airport and Northrupp 
Aircraft Plant expected to dedicate soon. 
Covers to Harry N. Sweet, Glenn Ranch, 
Calif., with lc per cover in postage for 
forwarding. 

We are promoting dedications for some 
over 100 new airports, and the news 
should come thick and fast from this on. 

The society has published a four-page 
folder which lists all the Dedication 
events of 1939 and is the official catalog 
of the society. Statistics of all are given, 
together with catalog valuation. The so- 
ciety also issues a folder which contains 
helpful advice for organizations and 
postmasters handling Dedication covers.

Lincoln Post Office 


Postmaster General Farley spoke at 
the opening and dedication of the post 
office of “Lincoln’s New Salem” which 
was re-established Feb. 12 at the state 

k on site of the store where Lincoln 
fom 1833 to 1836 was a postmaster. 
The Hill-McNamara store where Lincoln 
served as postmaster while clerking for 
Hill, had been rebuilt and John W. Gel- 
lerman, a neighboring farmer, is the new 
postmaster. The building and a special 
seating area for 2500 persons were in- 
closed in a large tent for the dedication 
ceremonies, which were broadcast. 

Three methods of mail were used on 
the first day to transport mail. A stage 
coach, supposed to represent the method 
used originally at the office, brought mail, 
as well as an airplane. Boy Scouts re- 
layed on foot a sack of mail from 
Springfield, about 20 miles away. 

Lincoln while postmaster of the village, 
carried the mails to patrons in the tall 
hat he habitually wore. Cash receipts of 
the office were kept by hira in an old 
blue sock. No stampless covers from or 
to this office, have been reported in the 
philatelic press, though it is likely some 
do exist and have not been recognized 
for their importance. The original name 
of the office was “New Salem” and it 
was moved to Petersburg in 1836, the 
town becoming a ghost town. Since an- 
other post office established later in an- 
other part of the state is named “New 
Salem” the new office at the old town- 
site has been named “Lincoln’s New 
Salem.”

Farley Speaks at Hannibal 





In speaking at a banquet at Hannibal, 
the evening before the first day sale of 
the 10c Mark Twain stamp, Postmaster 
General Farley closed with the follow- 
ing remarks: 

“I cordially invite all of you to be 
present tomorrow morning at nine-fifteen 
o’clock when the first sheet of these new 
stamps will be sold at the Hannibal post 
office. This stamp concludes the group 
of five authors in the Famous Americans 
Series and discharges a long-felt obliga- 
tion of the Post Office Department to 
American Literature. I commend this 
new issue to the people of Hannibal as 
an honor to their most illustrious citizen; 
to the people of Missouri as commemo- 
rating one of their most famous sons; to 
the people of America as depicting a 
figure who with his delightful characters 
and intriguing stories did so much to 
lighten the cares and burdens of the 
young nation which was then surging 
upward and onward to a place among the 
great powers of the world.”

COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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Brazilian World's Fair Stamps 
Sold There Last 


The sale of the New York World’s 
Fair series of Brazil at New York City 
through a stamp dealer on October 14, 
1939 despite the fact supplies were not 
yet available in Brazil, resulted in rep- 
resentations by philatelic societies in 
Brazil. However, it was not until Dec. 
13 that the philatelic window of the 
capital, Rio de Janeiro, issued these 
stamps, 20,000 sets being available there. 
28,000 additional sets were distributed 
to other postoffices, Sao Paulo receiving 
the major lot, 10,000. 100,000 sets in all 
were printed. It was because the stamps 
had not been issued in Brazil, that 
Scott’s had placed the stamps under 
“Tentative Listings” in their catalog 
supplement.

In the first place he runs a good 
chance of losing a customer and if the 
second event occurs he is called a “Jesse 
James.” If he does trade he loses plain 
pure and simple unless he is one of the 
very few fortunate dealers that has found 


a collector that has good material and is 
willing to trade it. A lot of collectors 
keep their good material to sell and their 
second grade stuff to drive the bargains 
with. I know this is a heck of a thing 
for me to talk about, me being a so- 
called dealer, but facts are facts. Mr. 
Collector weigh yourself in the above 
scales. I must, before I let it pass, say 
that not all collectors are in this category 
as I know of several that are more than 
fair in their dealings when it comes to 
trading. These are the fellows that don’t 
think a dealer is a semi-millionaire but 
just a human being trying to make a few 
cents, and I mean a few cents.

Airmails include 
the 10, 15 and 20c Map design of 1926- 
27; 20, 25 and 50c trans-Pacific Clipper; 
30c trans-Atlantic; 6c 1938 Eagle; and 
16c bicolored 1936 Airmail Special De- 
livery. Envelope stamps were available 
only in sets of 22 envelopes at 79c plus 
12c postage. Electric Eye stamps of the 
2c and 3c Presidentials were available 
in sheets of 100 only. All stamps are 
sold at face value plus return postage. 
The Famous Americans become avail- 
able at the agency on the day following 
the first day. 


Boston received some competition from 
Campbell, Calif., on Feb. 5 for first day 
sale of the 3c Emerson. Louis A. Ruzicka 
reports a cover from this town with that 
cancellation date. 


Dr. Warren G. Atwood of Fall River, 
Mass. owns a large collection of stamps 
and other items associated with various 
U. S. expositions and fairs. Among the 
unusual items in the collection is an im- 
pression of the 3c Centennial 1876 en- 
velope stamp in RED WAX. Appar- 
ently a trial to see how the color would 
leuk. The collection was recently shown 
at the Collectors’ Club, New York City. 


Interesting data on the man who orig- 
inated the Franklin portrait on the 5c 
1847 is revealed in an article by R. M. 
Spaulding, Jr., in the January number 
of Scott’s Monthly Journal. The likeness 
was ascribed by the government to “a 
painting by John B. Longacre” which 
Mr. Spaulding’s research has now proven 
convincingly is an error for “James B. 
Longacre.” No John Longacre or his 
paintings are known. In 1830 or so, 
James Longacre and James Herring con- 
ceived the idea of publishing “The Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery of Distinguished 
Americans” and on the frontispiece of 
Volume Two will be found a Franklin 
portrait identical with that on the 5c 
1847, with the caption that it was en- 
graved “by R. W. Dodson from painting 
by J. B. Longacre after an original min- 
iature in possession of W. J. Duane, 
Esquire.” Longacre had the reputation of 
being remarkably faithful in executing 
engravings from portraits. He was en- 
graver for the U. S. Mint at the time 
the 1847s were issued. The source of 
the miniature has apparently not been 
discovered. 





Postmasters in Alaska now have an 
additional use for their postmarks. By 
an amendment to the Postal Laws they 
are permitted to administer oaths, exe- 
cute certificates and perform all the 


In signing such documents the post- 
master must sign his title of office and 
in lieu of a notary seal use an im- 
pression of the postmark of his office. 





For convenience and simplification of 
explanations we will in future refer to 
Electric Eye types of markings by the 
Type numbers used by the Bureau Issues 
Association, as these seem worth adopt- 
ing. They classify the Electric Eye plates 
as Type I, II or III, according to the 
sheet markings. Type I (in this sort of 
listing which was suggested by H. M. 
Southgate) would include as the major 
variety the accepted style for the old- 
style automatic perforator with the two 
more or less experimental types classified 
as Ia and Ib. Type II is assigned to the 
plates for use with the new Electric Eye 
perforating machines. Type III he desig- 
nates as name of the “Convertible” type 
plates whose printed product may be per- 
forated on both old and new machines. 
As few collectors will ever see the full 
printed sheet of the latest and current 
Electric Eye markings we describe them 
as briefly as possible: The plate numbers 
are in their normal position for rotary 
press sheets, to right or left of the outer 
corner stamps of the four panes; the only 
other marking on the right sheet margins 
of right panes is a horizontal dash oppo- 
site the end of the gutter between the 
panes; on the left sheet margins of left 
panes in addition to the plate numbers 
will be found horizontal dashes opposite 
the top frame line of each stamp except 
the first stamp in both left panes, a dash 
in addition being located opposite the 
center of the gutter; in the vertical gut- 
ter between left and right panes running 
from the extreme top and bottom of the 
sheet will be found heavy vertical dashes 
(rectangles is probably more correct) 
about 1%” long and spaced about that 
far apart, the only other variation being 
that the center one is crossed by a short 
horizontal dash (this is the result of 
combining it with the little cross in non- 
Electric Eye plates). That sums up the 
plate markings on the Electric Eye Con- 
vertible plates, hereafter to be termed 
“BIA Type III.” 

The only difference between Type II 
and Type III is that Type Two does not 
have the horizontal dash found in the 
right margin of Type III. A very slight 
difference, it is true, but it is an im- 
portant one, as sheets with this marking 
can be perforated on either the first or 
the second automatic perforators. 

What are the advantages of the Type 
III? Prior to its inception it had been 
necessary to take care that Type I sheets 
were perforated only on the old machine 
and Type II only on the new machine, 
now sheets with the new marking can 
be perforated on either, reducing delay 
if one machine should be temporarily out 
of service, and omitting the need for 
constant vigilance that the right sheets 
reached the right perforator.

Sending of Articles of Material 
Value to Belligerents Prohibited 





What may have a profound effect on 
import and export of stamps was fore- 
cast with the publication in the Postal 
Bulletin on Jan. 23 of a notice to post- 
masters not to accept for mailing to the 
countries at war, articles “of material 
value” unless said articles were the prop- 
erty of a foreigner. Affidavits must be 
filed at time of mailing. The only stamps 
specifically exempted from the regula- 
tions are strip revenue stamps which are 
habitually sent abroad by U. S. im- 
porters so that they may be affixed there 
and speed passage through customs of 
incoming shipments of alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

Most European neutral countries are 
also included in the list as their mails 
must pass through belligerent countries. 
Mails for any country in the Western 
Hemisphere or reached by the trans- 
Pacific air mail service are exempted 
from the regulations. It is believed that 
while the regulations do not directly 
affect importation of new issues, ex- 
change is made virtually impossible by 
these regulations and much new ma- 
terial is brought into this country on 
an exchange basis.

The labels are en- 
graved reproductions of the Penny Black 
and Two Penny Blue, each on small 
sheet of one and are sold at 50c the pair, 
with 20% discount on purchases of 10 
or more pairs.
